Sen. Murphy Succession Action 
Demands Bank Urged O f Congress 
Accounting

Murphy was one of five mem­ 
bers of the California congres­ 
sional delegation to make inquir­ 
ies of Comptroller of the Cur­ 
rency Jam es J. Saxon. 
The senator said such closings I 
“ serve to destroy public confi­ 
dence in all financial institu­ 
tions.’' 
He asked whether opening two 
new branches played a part in 
the failure, if there were sub­ 
stantial last minute withdraw­ 
als, whether questionable inter­ 
est rates helped attract $20 mil­ 
lion in temporary deposits, and 
whether officers of the bank had 
been thoroughly investigated. 
Other queries came from Rep. 
Del Clawson. R, who said: “ This 
has an impact on all of us” ;

Doors were reopened today 
during normal banking hours by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. It insures deposits up to 
$10,000 and is in control of the 
institution.

President Johnson yesterday to 
be attorney general, said the 
measure “ represents as formi­ 
dable a consensus of considered 
I opinion on any proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution as one 
is likely to find.” 
Katzenbach, the Senate sub­ 
committee’s first witness, said 
he understands that 47 state leg­ 
islatures will be in fession this 
year. 
The proposed amendment was 
introduced in the Senate early 
this month by Sen. Birch Bayh, 
D-lnd., with 75 other senators as 
cosigners. And in the House it is 
being sponsored by the chair­ 
man and top GOP member of 
the Judiciary Committee. 
One part provides that if a 
vacancy occurs in the office of 
vice president it shall be filled 
by 
presidential 
appointment 
subject to the approval of a m a­ 
jority in both the Senate and the 
House.

At least three Marinites have 
copper Jefferson nickels similar 
to one in Mankato, Minn., which 
was pictured in the Independent- 
Journal Wednesday with a cap­ 
tion saying its finder figured it 
was worth $5,000. 
But they’re not likely to get 
$5,000 for them, or anywhere 
near it. 
Irving Chapman Jr., Novato 
shoe store operator, said he got 
one of the copper nickels in a 
roll of new nickels from a bank 
a few weeks ago. He took it to 
Ned Spaulding at Spaulding’s 
Hobby Center in Ross, who told 
him he thought he could get $35 
to $45 for it. 
Leon Johnson, Novato coin 
collector, has another. He said 
it was in a collection he bought 
in 1959 and he had kept it as a 
show piece. 


A youth who did not give his 
name also called the I-J to re­ 
port having one of the nickels 
after he read of the $5.000 price 
estimate. 
The Mankato collector, how­ 
ever, apparently didn’t do any 
checking — nor did Associated 
Press, which transmitted the 
picture. 
Robert Johnson, San Francisco 
coin dealer, said the copper 
nickel is a freak but not too 
unusual. There are such off- 
metal freaks in all coin issues, 
he reported. 
“ They’re hard to sell,” said 
Johnson. “ Most collectors don’t 
bother with them. Collectors of 
freak coins will buy them, and 
1 would estimate the copper Jef­ 
ferson nickel should be worth $50 
to $100 if you could find a buy­ 
er.”

Tf a youth is arrested and the 
story printed, there is no way 
the case can be followed up. The 
charge might be dropped, reduc­ 
ed or a stiff sentence imposed. 
But this is all done in closed 
court. 
Most editors believe it is a 
serious injustice to report a per­ 
son’s arrest and then not follow 
the case to its legal conclusion.

Unfortunately, the results of such 
conferences are unspectacular. In fact, 
the more successful the conference, 
the least spectacular will be the re­ 
sults. 
As each Marin athletic event comes 
and goes without incident we might 
well give some of the credit for the ab­ 
sence of injury headlines to our annual 
Sports Injury Conference. 


After every spectacular highway ac­ 
cident, we clamor for action, bemoan­ 
ing the fact that something was not 
done beforehand.

Bouquets to those responsible for 
perpetuating these safety sessions, and 
to the “unspectacular” results they 
help attain.

SEALS SURPRISE SCIENTISTS

tists from Stanford University found that the 
seals have an extremely well developed sense 
of navigation for swimming under dangerous 
ice blocks. 
Depth-recording devices were attached to the 
backs of two seals, who demonstrated their 
remarkable deep-sea diving ability. They also 
swam for 19 miles under solid ice without 
coming up for air. Since light does not pene­ 
trate ice, they did it all in pitch darkness. 


Previous estimates indicated that seals could 
navigate less than two miles underwater at a 
stretch.

THE OFFICERS argue that 
the mounting toll in U. S. jets 
isn’t worth either the military 
or political results unless the 
bombing raids are expanded 
to include communication and 
storage targets in North Viet 
Nam. 
By extending the war, they 
believe the new attacks could 
immediately cut U. S. air loss­ 
es by smashing the railroad 
yards near Hanoi where the 
Russian - made 37-mm. anti­ 
aircraft guns are being un­ 
loaded and assembled, and 
Vietnamese troops are trained 
to operate the batteries. 
These raids have been op­ 
posed by Bundy and Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk on the 
ground such U. S. action would 
escalate the war rather than 
bring about the negotiated set- 
lement in South Viet Nam that 
President Johnson is secretly 
trying to arrange. 


PRESIDENT JOHNSON Is 
seriously considering propos­ 
ing the establishment of a 
world food bank with the U. S. 
as the main contributor. 
The revolutionary proposal, 
now on the president’s desk 
awaiting comments from Cab­ 
inet members, was drafted by 
Agriculture Secretary Orville 
Freeman and has the support 
of Secretary Rusk.

Something Of A Pioneer's Task 


ROLLING THE GRAVITY 
car downhill from Old Mill 
Park to Lytton Square in Mill 
Valley 
last 
Saturday 
was 
something of a pioneer’s task. 
“When it began to rain and 
we got the car to Bernard and 
Throckmorton at 11:30 a.m.,” 
said jaycee Jerry Hauke, “I 
I bought maybe we should leave 
it there and come back an­ 
other day. 
“The police helped with traf­ 
fic and bystanders came out 
to help push. It's interesting 
what you can do witliout ma­ 
chinery. We used primitive 
devices, pipes to roll the car 
on,” Hauke added. “But,” he 
said, "we needed more roll­ 
ers.” 


TO VOLLMAR F. THONEY 
it is a pleasure to see the 
blunt-nosed car in the square. 
Thoney used to be a some­ 
time “gravity man” when the 
Mount Tamaipais and Muir 
Woods Scenic Railway was in 
operation and says he thinks 
lie is the last locomotive engi­ 
neer of the railroad alive. 
He explained that the loco­ 
motive pushed three gravity 
cars up the mountain at a 
time. They were loaded, he 
said, at the Tavern and then 
coasted down either to Muir 
Woods or Mill Valley. 
Each car had two sets of 
brakes, one jam brake and 
one compression. “The cars 
had a low center of gravity 
and a safety device if they 
jumped the track.” 


RUNNING TIME was about 
2« miles per hour and “there 
were places, such as Fern 
Canyon or Old Inn Curve 
where you had to ramble or 
else get stuck on the flat. If 
you got stuck the passengers 
were willing to get out and 
push. Or if it was too bad. 
you got the locomotive to 
push.” 
Thoney worked from 1920 to 
1929 in the day "after the hard 
hats went out.” He said the 
railroad handled a great deal 
of pleasure parties, people go­ 
ing up for an afternoon tea 
or bridge. 
"The people were more in­ 
terested in riding the coastei 
down than riding the train up, 
he added. Thoney said the road 
had the steepest grades in the 
U.S., running as high as 9 
per cent. He was injured once 
when a locomotive left the 
track.

SAN 
FRANCISCO (UP1) - I 
“ The toughest thing 1 ever did 
In my life,” says bashful Rocky 
Thompson, “ was to go out and 
sell shares in myself so that I 
could take a crack at the pro 
golf tour.” 
What 
R ocky,

25-year old 
super-salesman 
from 
Wichita 
Falls, Tex., did was to slice 
himself up into 18 shares and 
peddle them for $1,200 each—or 
$600 for a half share. 


This come* to $21,600, and is 
supposed to keep him on the 


tour for three years, at least 
part-time. It usually costs about 
$10.000 a year to stick with the 
tour. 
Whatever Thompson makes 
goes back to the investors, and 
so far the interest rate has 
been pretty good. Since the first 
of the year, Rocky has collect­ 
ed $2,013—most of it coming in 
the Bing Crosby last week. 
That’s much better than he 
did in 1964, when he joined the 
tour in summer after graduat­ 
ing from Houston University. 
, During the next sii months he 


won only $1,151 98. 
“ But I had faith in myself,” 
he says. “ I had to find oui if 
I could hold my own with the 
best. So I sold the share» 17 
of them to men in Wichita F’alls 
and one to a man in Dallas.” 
If Rocky holds his own with 
the champion pros, it yvill be 
better than he did with the am­ 
ateurs at Houston University- 
known as the “ golf factory” for 
the many fine golf pros it turns 
out. 
“ We had a

“ Some parents feel it is all 
right for the college age young­ 
ster to have a drink at home; 
they believe it is better for 
young adults to learn to make 
use of drinking socially, with­ 
out abusing it, in their own 
homes rather than to indulge 
behind their parents’ backs. 
“ On the other hand, there are 
families who believe that at no 
time should liquor be served to 
youhg people. Not the least of 
their considerations is the flout­ 
ing of existing alcoholic bever­ 
age control laws.” 


AVOID SERVING ALCOHOL 
Buchmueller believes it is bet­ 
ter simply to avoid serving al­ 
coholic beverages at young peo­ 
ple’s gatherings. 
‘‘Parents will do well to ex­ 
ert both common sense and 
self-control in their own social 
lives,” he added. 
Speaking for the schools, Carl 
A. Troester Jr., executive sec­ 
retary of the American Asso­ 
ciation for Health, Physical Ed­ 
ucation and Recreation, a de­ 
partment of the National Edu­ 
cation Association in Washing­ 
ton, said: 
“ Teervagers want to be adults 
and they want to be treated 
like adults. This is part of the 


help in learning the responsi­ 
bilities of adulthood and we can 
help in many ways.” 
NEED EDUCATION 
Troester said they need ap­ 
pealing, honest health educa­ 
tion programs that help them 
understand the 
physical and 
psychological imbalances cre­ 
ated by alcohol — and to un­ 
derstand their responsibilities 
for their own lives and the lives 


of others when they drive. 
“ They need help in under­ 
standing the actual physiologi­ 
cal effects of drinking,” he 
said. “ This is one thing the 
ads don’t tell them.” 
The motivitational potentials 
of sports, he suggested, ought 
to be utilized fully in educating 
young people to refrain from 
drinking 
during 
the 
growing 
years.

BAD PLAY 
Many a d e c l a r e r would 
promptly lead the jack of hearts 
for a finesse. This is a bad play, 
of course, and since none of us 
has even make a mistake we 
can all cluck our tongues dis­ 
approvingly. 
East should play his lowest 
heart on the first finesse. Mind 
you, East should not “refuse” 
the trick. 
He should just play his lowest 
heart without giving the trick 
any thought at all. 


RULE COVERS 
There is a rule to cover all 
such situations. When declarer 
tries a repeatable finesse, don't 
win until he repeats it. Don't 
think about it; just play low 
the first time. 
If South falls into the trap he 
will lead another heart to re­ 
peat his finesse. This time East 
takes the king of hearts and 
returns a heart to dummy’s ace. 
Now the defenders can get 
three hearts and two diamonds 
to defeat the contract 


SCRAMBLE OUT

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Two 
of the theater’s heavyweights, 
Alfred Lunt and Lynn Fontanne.

Yet the adap­ 
tation presented to televiewers 
was hardly in the indestructible 
league, being rather like a piece 
of faded old chintz, sweet-smell­ 
ing, fragile and obviously per­ 
ishable. 
L a s t n i g h t ’s w o r k , de­ 
scribed as an “ affectionate dra­ 
matic tribute” to Holmes was 
surely affectionate and a trib­ 
ute, but yielded little drama, 
and for that m atter even the 
love story was rather conven­ 
tionally drawn in the coy ro­ 
mantic way of the old-fashioned 
stage. The “ Hall of Fam e” has 
done — and will do — much 
better. 
The story began with the ar­ 
rival of Holmes and Fanny in 
Washington in 1902, w h e n he 
was 61, and, in a series of 
episodic and fragm entary se­ 
quences. ended three decades 
later, after Fanny’s death.
